ARTICLE  2:  To  accept  the  reports  of  all  Town  officers  and  committees. 

ARTICLE  3 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  to  meet  the  requirements  of  RSA  442A 
in  reference  to  the  impoundment  of  dogs. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1000.00)  for  the  support  of  local  hospitals. 

ARTICLE  5 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  assist  in  maintaining  the  services 
of  the  Upper  Valley  Senior  Citizens  Council. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972,  the  sum  of  twenty  two  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  ($22,100.00) 
to  offset  the  cost  of  repairs  and  replacement  of  equipment  as  follows  :

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  ten  dollars  ($210.00)  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association 
for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  as  well 
as  preservation  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  town,  in  cooperation  with 
the  other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  eighty-eight  dollars  ($288.00)  to  maintain  and  continue 
the  system  of  services  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Day  Care  Center. 

ARTICLE  14 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  ninety-five  thousand  dollars  ($95,000.00)  for  the  purchase 
of  a  Tanker/Pumper  fire  truck  and  accessories  and  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  raise  said  sum  pursuant  to  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  RSA  33.  (By 
petition) 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  to 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  pur- 
chase of  fire  equipment.

Minutes  of 
Holderness  Town  Meeting 

March  8,  1983 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Holderness  on  March  8, 1983, 
the  following  business  was  transacted: 

Moderator  George  Ray  convened  the  meeting.  Results  of  voting  were 
announced  and  newly  elected  officers  present  were  sworn  in. 

Mr.  Deachman  moved  and  Mr.  Taylor  seconded  to  dispense  with  the 
reading  of  the  entire  warrant.  Motion  passed  without  opposition. 

Article  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  forty  thousand  dollars  ($140,000)  for  the  purchase  of  a  tanker/ 
pumper  fire  truck  and  accessories  and  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  raise 
said  sum  pursuant  to  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  RSA  38.  (by  petition) 

The  moderator  noted  that  the  statute  number  cited  was  in  error  and 
should  read  RSA  33:8. 

Mr.  Hansen  immediately  moved  to  amend  Article  2  by  striking  it  out 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following  motion:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  enter  into  a  lease/purchase  agreement  for  the 
purchase  of  a  fire  truck  at  an  annual  amount  not  to  exceed  thirty  thousand 
dollars  ($30,000)  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  seven  years,  and  to  appropriate 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $30,000  for  the  first  year. 

It  was  noted  from  the  floor  that  Article  2  had  never  been  moved.  The 
moderator  explained  that  he  could  not  have  accepted  such  a  motion  because 
no  public  hearing  had  been  held,  but  chose  to  accept  Mr.  Hansen's  amend- 
ment, which  amendment  was  duly  seconded. 

Mr.  Deachman  moved,  Mr.  Hansen  seconded  to  amend  Mr.  Hansen's 
motion  in  order  to  make  the  lease/purchase  agreement,  if  approved, 
voidable  annually.  Voice  vote  declared  inconclusive;  division  vote  requested: 
154  affirmative,  29  negative. 

A  petition  for  written  ballot  was  received  and  approved.  After  consider- 
able discussion  the  question  as  amended  was  moved  and  voting  ensued:  84 
affirmative,  89  negative.  Article  2  as  amended  defeated. 
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Article  3:  To  accept  the  reports  of  all  Town  officers  and  committees. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  no  opposition. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  four  hundred  dollars  ($400.00)  to  meet  the  requirements  of  RSA  422 A  in 
reference  to  the  impoundment  of  dogs.  Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  no 
opposition. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  the  support  of  local  hospitals.  Voted 
in  the  affirmative  with  no  opposition. 

Article  6 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  assist  in  maintaining  the  services  of  the 
Upper  Valley  Senior  Citizens  Council.  Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  no 
opposition. 

Article  7 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972,  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
dollars  ($20,878.00)  to  offset,  in  part,  the  cost  of  reappraisal  of  property. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  no  opposition. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action  of  the  Town 
in  1976  and  1977  when  a  capital  reserve  account  was  set  up  to  finance  land 
procurement  and  engineering  studies  at  a  total  of  four  thousand  dollars 
($4,000.00) .  The  Town  has  been  advised  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  Ad- 
ministration that  the  Attorney  General  ruled  this  as  an  improper  reason  for 
the  establishment  of  a  capital  reserve  fund,  hence,  illegal.  Four  thousand 
dollars  ($4,000.00)  with  accrued  interest  must  be  withdrawn.  Voted  in  the 
affirmative  with  no  opposition. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  as  authorized  by  RSA  Chapter  25  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  pur- 
chase of  fire  equipment  and  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  authorized 
therefore,  (by  petition) 

The  moderator  noted  that  the  statute  cited  was  in  error  and  should  read 
RSA  Chapter  35. 

Mr.  Hansen  moved  that  the  Town  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  as 
authorized  by  RSA  Chapter  35  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  purchase  of 
fire  equipment,  and  to  appropriate  the  amount  of  thirty  thousand  dollars 
($30,000.00).  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  passed  by  voice  vote  with 
no  opposition. 
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Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  any  alterations  in  the  amount 
of  money  required  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for 
the  support  of  the  Town,  as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  in  its 
report. 

Article  was  amended,  deleting  ninety  thousand  dollars  ($90,000)  for  fire 
truck  equipped  and  increasing  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  thirty  thousand 
dollars  ($30,000)  to  reflect  the  vote  on  Article  2  and  Article  9.  Article  10  as 
amended  voted  in  the  affirmative  with  no  opposition. 

Article  11 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of  im- 
mediate actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain 
which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of  Holderness  and  to  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Holderness.  Their  actions  shall  include: 
1.  reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain,  sulfur  dioxide  emis- 
sions, by  the  year  1990.  2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the 
government  of  Canada  that  will  commit  both  nations  to  this  same  goal.  The 
record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Congressional  Delegation  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  (by  peti- 
tion) Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  no  opposition. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  no  opposition. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer, 
lease,  sell,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA 
80:42.  Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  no  opposition. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
receive,  and  expend  federal  or  state  grants,  which  may  become  available 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  from 
any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used  for  purposes  for 
which  the  Town  may  legally  appropriate  money,  provided:  (1)  that  such 
grants  and  other  monies  do  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  Town  funds, 
(2)  that  a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  Selectmen  prior  to  the  receipt 
and  expenditure  of  such  grants  and  monies;  and  (3)  that  such  items  shall 
be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of  RSA  32  relative  to  limitation  and  expendi- 
ture of  Town  monies,  all  as  provided  by  RSA  31 :95-b.  Voted  in  the  affirmative 
with  no  opposition. 

Article  15:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  meeting. 
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Selectman  Gage  responded  to  a  question  concerning  uncollected  resi- 
dent taxes,  explaining  that  the  auditors  recommend  that  uncollected  resi- 
dent taxes  be  abated  rather  than  carried  on  the  books  interminably. 

It  was  adopted  by  acclamation  that  appreciation  and  get  well  wishes 
be  extended  to  Don  Dana  and  Trudy  Eisner,  who  serve  their  community 
so  well. 

Discussion  ensued  on  the  subject  of  holding  the  annual  meeting  on  a  dif- 
ferent day  from  the  day  of  voting.  The  moderator  pointed  out  that  such  a 
change  would  require  a  warrant  article  at  the  Town  Meeting  preceding  the 
change.

Dear  Members  of  the  Board: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and 
account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Holderness,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  end- 
ed December  31,  1983  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon,  dated  February 
17,  1984.  As  part  of  our  examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's 
system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary 
to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis 
for  reliance  thereon  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of  other 
such  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements. 

The  object  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable,  but 
not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from 
unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for 
preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets. 
The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a  system 
of  internal  accounting  control  should  not  exceed  the  benefits  derived  and 
also  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily  requires 
estimates  and  judgement  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  considering 
the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In 
the  performance  of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from 
misunderstanding  of  instructions,  mistakes  of  judgement,  carelessness,  or 
other  personal  factors.  Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends  upon 
segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion.  Similarly,  control 
procedures  can  be  circumvented  intentionally  by  management  with  respect 
to  the  estimates  and  judgements  required  in  the  preparation  of  financial 
statements.  Further,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  internal  accounting  con- 
trol to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may  become 
inadequate  because  of  changes  in  condition  and  that  the  degree  of  com- 
pliance with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  for  the  year  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the 
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system.  Such  study  and  evaluation  did  not  disclose  any  material  weaknesses. 
However,  the  recommendations  on  administration  and  operational  matters 
not  directly  related  to  internal  accounting  control,  as  follows,  were  developed 
from  our  observation  of  the  Town's  operations.  They  are  not  the  result  of 
a  special  study. 

Tax  Anticipation  Notes 

The  Municipal  Finance  Art  (New  Hampshire  RSA  33)  sets  certain  limits 
on  the  amount  of  tax  anticipation  notes  which  may  be  issued  prior  to  the 
Town  meeting.  During  1983  and  1984,  the  Town  exceeded  these  limits.  We 
recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  exercise  care  to  stay  within  these 
borrowing  limits  in  the  future. 

Federal  Information  Returns 

Federal  regulations  require  that  any  unincorporated  person  or  business 
which  provides  services  to  the  Town  in  excess  of  $600  must  receive  a  Form 
1099.  In  addition,  starting  January  1,  1984,  the  regulations  require  that  if 
the  Town  can  reasonably  expect  to  pay  an  unincorporated  person  or  business 
more  than  $600  during  the  calendar  year,  then  either  the  tax  indentification 
number  must  be  on  file  or  20%  must  be  withheld  from  any  payments  made. 
We  urge  that  the  Town  take  steps  to  comply  with  these  regulations  in  order 
to  avoid  penalties. 

Cemetery  Trust  Funds 

We  have  provided  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men with  a  detailed  recommendation  on  Cemetery  Trust  Fund  accounting. 
We  believe  that  this  recommendation  will  simplify  accounting  and  repor- 
ting for  the  Town's  Cemetery  Trust  Funds. 

Conclusion 

A  letter  of  this  type  is  critical  by  nature.  We  found  many  examples  of 
sound  business  management  practices  in  our  review  of  the  Town's  systems. 
We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  we  received  from 
Town  officials.

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Report  of  the  Selectmen 

In  1983,  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  Appraisal  Division 
started  a  reappraisal  of  property  within  the  town.  The  results  of  the  reap- 
praisal will  be  reflected  in  the  1984  tax  year.  Property  values  have  continued 
to  escalate  since  the  last  re-evaluation,  which  took  place  in  1975,  to  a  point 
where  our  equalized  ratio  had  dropped  to  46%  in  1983.  We  expect  comple- 
tion of  this  project  in  March  or  April  1984. 

1983  also  witnessed  the  retirement  of  former  Police  Chief  Richard 
Gagne.  Dick  had  been  our  chief  since  1974.  Thanks  for  a  job  well  done,  Dick, 
and  best  wishes  to  you  and  your  family.  To  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  Chief 
Gagne's  retirement  we  decided  to  promote  from  the  ranks.  Consequently, 
Sgt.  Zampieri  was  elevated  to  the  position  of  chief,  while  Patrolman  Cheney 
was  appointed  sergeant.  Mike  O'Donnell  was  then  hired  to  fill  the  patrolman 
vacancy.  Congratulations  to  all. 

1983  was  also  witness  to  the  unfortunate  illness  of  our  former  Town  Clerk, 
Trudy  Eisner.  Mrs.  Eisner  was  our  very  capable  and  respected  servant  in 
this  capacity.  On  September  1,  feeling  that  she  was  not  recovering  as  quickly 
as  she  had  hoped,  Mrs.  Eisner  gave  us  her  resignation.  We  regretfully  ac- 
cepted. We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  all  that  she  has 
done  for  all  of  us.  Best  wishes,  Trudy! 

Effective  September  1, 1983,  Trudy's  replacement  was  appointed.  Mrs. 
Alisoun  Hodges  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term,  until  Town  Meeting 
1984.  This  office  would  like  to  compliment  Mrs.  Hodges  on  a  job  well  done. 
She  came  on  the  scene  just  prior  to  Town  Meeting  1983,  with  very  little  ex- 
perience. With  the  help  of  Trudy  and  of  Corinne  Demers,  and  with  her  abili- 
ty to  grasp  the  requirements  of  the  Town  Clerk's  job,  we  feel  that  we  are 
very  fortunate  to  have  acquired  her  services. 

Sirius  Cable  TV  has  started  construction  of  the  building  that  will  house 
the  equipment  to  transmit  TV  signals  to  Thornton,  Campton  and  Holderness. 
As  further  developments  take  place,  we  will  try  to  keep  you  informed. 

Many  of  you  will  already  have  noticed  that  the  floor  upstairs  in  the  Town 
Hall  has  been  completely  refinished.  This  project  was  undertaken  and  com- 
pleted by  the  Mt.  Livermore  Grange.  We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  Grange  for  its  public  spirited  contribution  to  the  Town. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  thank  the  town  officers,  members  of  the  com- 
mittees and  boards,  all  employees,  the  Police  Department  and  the  Fire 
Department  for  their  efforts  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

The  year  1983  brought  many  changes  within  the  Holderness  Police 
Department.  The  first  change  involved  the  department  personnel.  In 
September,  Richard  Gagne  stepped  down,  having  retired  with  20  years  in 
the  law  enforcement  field.  Those  of  us  who  worked  under  him  hope  to  con- 
tinue his  progressive  ideas  and  strive  to  improve  law  enforcement  within 
our  community.  We  all  wish  him  the  best  of  luck  in  his  future  endeavors. 

I  was  appointed  to  the  Chief  position  and  Craig  Cheney  was  promoted 
to  Sergeant.  Mike  O'Donnell  was  made  a  patrolman,  filling  out  the  full  time 
ranks.  Scott  Weden  and  Ken  Guyotte  were  added  as  special  officers.  We  now 
have  3  full  time  officers,  5  part  time  officers  and  1  part  time  secretary. 

The  second  area  of  major  change  concerns  our  mode  of  transportation. 
We  traded  in  the  car  for  a  four  wheel  drive,  diesel  Chevrolet  Blazer.  I  must 
say  that  we  are  quite  pleased  with  this  vehicle  and  its  performance.  We  have 
cut  fuel  costs  in  half  because  we  are  now  able  to  get  the  fuel  at  the  town 
pump  and  because  the  Blazer  gets  twice  the  gas  mileage  that  we  got  with 
the  car.  And  we  now  have  better  access  to  difficult  places,  whether  it  be 
a  road  to  a  camp  on  Squam  Lake,  or  a  steep  hill  in  Heritage  Hill.  We  are 
also  able  to  carry  more  equipment  within  the  rig,  an  example  being  a  new 
emergency  first  aid  jump  kit  which  the  fire  department  gave  us. 

Our  activity  for  the  year  is  again  up  over  that  of  1982,  by  approximate- 
ly 155  calls.  We  have  seen  a  large  rise  in  motor  vehicle  court  cases,  from 
113  in  1982  to  217  in  1983.  And  we  have  also  seen  a  decrease  in  burglaries, 
from  34  in  1982  to  21  in  1983.  There  was  also  approximately  $430.00  returned 
to  the  town  from  pistol  permit  and  insurance  report  form  money. 

Looking  forward  to  1984,  we  hope  to  better  educate  ourselves  within  the 
field  of  law  enforcement.  We  also  hope  to  better  address  the  problem  of  drugs 
in  the  community  and  also  that  of  arson.  Both  of  these  items  appear  to  be 
taking  a  toll  on  the  people  and  property  of  the  town.  We  hope  to  work  within 
the  schools  presenting  programs  on  safety,  and  also  within  the  community. 
I  also  hope  to  restart  a  bicycle  registration  program.  Looking  at  our  small 
department  overall,  I  believe  that  with  time  and  training  we  have  a  great 
potential  to  better  serve  the  community. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Ashland  Lions  Club  for  the  dona- 
tion of  an  automatic  inking  machine  and  several  hundred  fingerprint  cards 
to  the  Ashland  and  Holderness  Police  Departments.  This  has  enabled  us  to 
start  a  fingerprint  program  with  the  school  system  and  will  be  used  each 
year  by  both  departments. 
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I  would  also  like  to  thank  those  members  of  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments within  the  town,  and  those  around  us  for  their  continued  help  and 
cooperation.  And  also  thanks  to  the  town  citizens  for  their  help  in  making 
this  area  a  better  place  to  live.

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Fifty-First  Annual  Report 
of  the  Holderness  Fire  Department 

The  number  of  structural  fires  continued  to  decline  in  1983  as  only  1  out 
of  62  total  requests  for  assistance.  But  if  you  add  in  the  number  of  chimney 
fires,  the  total  remains  too  high.  We  extinguished  11  flue  fires,  17%  of  all 
calls.  Wood  fires  are  still  the  culprit  when  not  operated  properly. 

Another  type  of  emergency  call  continues  in  an  upward  trend:  medical 
assistance.  We  had  11  such  requests,  less  than  a  year  ago  (15)  but  way  up 
over  1980  and  1981.  If  automobile  accidents  are  included  in  this  category, 
the  percentage,  of  total  calls  rises  to  29. 

In  line  with  this  sharp  increase  in  requests  for  medical  aid,  4  of  our 
members  maintain  their  status  as  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  (EMTs) 
and  12  have  qualified  as  First  Responders  competent  to  render  emergency 
care.  In  addition,  we  have  qualified  16  in  the  skills  of  Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation  (CPR).  Annual  training  in  cold  water  rescue  is  also  held. 

Attempts  are  afoot  to  revitalize  and  reorganize  the  Pemi-Baker  Valley 
Medical  Service  District  so  that  communities  will  be  able  to  better  assist 
each  other. 

Other  emergency  statistics  for  1983  include:  2  rescues,  4  dump  fires, 
2  boat  mishaps,  2  lightning  strikes,  2  forest/grass  fires,  1  auto  fire  and  1 
power  line  fire. 

The  Lakes  Region  Dispatch  headquarters  in  Laconia  has  logged  each 
of  our  calls  for  the  year,  averaging  the  time  it  took  us  to  get  on  the  road 
("response  time")  at  2.9  minutes.  This  is  the  time  lapsed  from  receipt  of 
the  first  call  until  the  first  apparatus  is  under  way.  Time  for  arrival  on  the 
scene  is  3.7  minutes  and  the  average  time  for  calls  to  help  neighboring  towns, 
which  we  did  15  times,  is  9.5  minutes. 

During  much  of  1982  we  were  on  automatic  first  response  for  fires  in 
Ashland  because  their  truck  had  been  returned  to  the  factory  for  repairs. 
Now  we  will  have  to  fix  or  replace  the  body  on  our  newest  truck.  It's  at  times 
like  this  that  we  realize  how  valuable  Mutual  Aid  cooperation  is. 

Our  sincerest  gratitude  is  extended  to  the  members  and  officers  of  the 
Mt.  Livermore  Grange,  and  others  who  helped,  for  the  installation  of  two 
pair  of  yellow  warning  flashers  on  either  side  of  our  fire  station.  In  true  com- 
munity spirit,  and  with  civic  pride,  they  raised  almost  $3500  to  pay  all  costs. 
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It's  a  good  example  of  doing  something  BEFORE  an  accident  occurs !  Mean- 
while we  continue  to  receive  generous  assistance  from  our  own  Auxiliary 
enabling  us  to  purchase  needed  equipment  and  various  articles  of  protec- 
tive clothing. 

Smoke  detectors  have  proven  their  worth  in  preventing  fire  fatalities. 
They  are  now  required  by  law  in  all  rental  housing  and  in  all  new  or  substan- 
tially rehabilitated  single  family  dwellings. 

Articles  on  the  1984  town  meeting  warrant  will,  once  again,  ask  the  voters 
to  appropriate  the  necessary  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  2000-gallon  tank 
truck.  Such  a  piece  of  apparatus  would  be  of  great  value  in  those  parts  of 
town  where  a  steady  supply  of  adequate  water  is  not  available.  We  have 
been  asking  for  such  an  appropriation  since  March  of  1980  in  order  to  keep 
on  our  schedule  of  replacing  a  truck  each  decade.  We  hope  this  will  be  the 
year  for  a  vote  of  confidence  in  the  job  we've  done  and  want  to  continue  doing.

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Report  of  Library  Trustees 

We  think  the  townspeople  will  be  interested  in  what  we  have  done  at 
the  library  in  the  year  1983. 

Our  "ENERGY-SAVING"  program  was  started  in  1981  and  completed 
in  1983,  with  the  installation  of  quilted  shades  at  all  the  windows.  The  fuel 
consumption  has  been  lowered  by  one-third  since  the  installation  of  the  new 
furnace  in  1981  and  the  shades  in  1983. 

Since  lightning  struck  the  library  in  August  1983,  although  no  damage 
was  done,  we  decided  that  a  telephone  should  be  installed  to  meet  any  fur- 
ther emergencies.  The  assistant  librarian,  Ann  Pierce,  who  was  on  duty  at 
the  time,  had  to  go  across  the  street  to  phone  the  fire  department.  The  library 
phone  number  is  968-7066,  if  anyone  wants  to  call  to  have  books  renewed 
or  to  order  books  for  research  from  the  State  Library. 

Although  a  new  addition  is  not  planned  in  the  near  future,  we  hope  to 
make  some  improvements  in  the  interior  layout  of  the  library,  since  the  ever 
expanding  demands  on  the  library  make  us  short  of  space. 

The  Trustees  thank  all  of  the  volunteers  who  have  helped  so  much  at 
the  library  during  the  past  year  and,  we  hope,  will  continue  to  do  so.

In  1983,  the  Holderness  Planning  Board  received  11  applications  for  sub- 
divisions. The  Board  approved  9  subdivisions,  creating  7  new  lots  in  the  town. 

During  1983,  the  Board  updated  the  Subdivision  Regulations  for  the  Town 
of  Holderness  booklet,  including  the  table  of  contents  and  the  proper 
renumbering  of  cross  references  for  easier  understanding. 

On  October  27,  1983,  the  Board  amended  the  definition  of  waiver  to  be 
consistent  with  requirements  of  waivers  given  in  the  past. 

Since  there  are  times  when  members  of  the  Board  are  not  able  to  at- 
tend scheduled  meetings,  the  Board  appointed  an  alternate. 

On  March  25,  1983,  the  N.H.  Supreme  Court  overturned  the  decision  of 
"Town  of  Holderness  v.  Robert  Valpey,"  since  it  is  a  commercial  activity 
(Mr.  Valpey  wants  to  develop  a  seasonal  campground).  This  ruling  em- 
phasizes the  need  for  zoning  in  the  town  of  Holderness. 

Hopefully,  the  Board  will  have  approved  the  Holderness  Master  Plan 
by  Town  Meeting.  This  planning  document  provides  the  Planning  Board, 
Selectmen  and  citizens  with  a  sound  basis  for  making  decisions  relative  to 
the  future  of  Holderness.  The  document  includes  an  inventory  of  essential 
facts  and  information.  After  its  acceptance,  the  Holderness  Master  Plan  will 
be  available  at  the  Town  Hall.

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Report  of  the 
Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency 

Since  1967  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  has  been  growing  in 
its  service  to  the  community.  In  spite  of  added  services,  the  per  capita  cost 
to  member  towns  has  not  increased  for  two  years. 

The  704  visits  made  to  Holderness  residents  in  1983  break  down  as 
follows : 

Skilled  Nursing  240 

Physical  Therapy  81 

Speech  Therapy  63 

Home  Health  Aide  96 

Homemaker  224 

In  addition  to  the  above  visits  to  the  home,  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  for 
Holderness  and  Ashland  residents  were  held  the  first  Thursday  of  every 
month  at  1:30  in  the  Ashland  Baptist  Church.  403  people  attended  with  71 
needing  referral  to  a  physician  for  treatment.  Twice  yearly  these  clinics 
included  diabetic  screening. 

Immunization  Clinics  available  to  all  member  towns  are  held  bi-monthly 
on  the  second  Wednesday  at  the  American  Legion  Hall  in  Plymouth.  Last 
year  29  Holderness  children  received  free  immunization  against  childhood 
diseases. 

The  infant  car  seat  loan  program  is  a  valuable  service  for  the  safety 
of  newborns.  Four  people  borrowed  the  car  seats  and  returned  them  when 
the  child  was  big  enough  for  the  larger  size.

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Sixteenth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Conservation  Commission 

The  commission  gladly  welcomes  two  new  members :  Archibald  Stark 
from  the  Heritage  Hill  part  of  town,  and  Paul  D.  Smith  who  lives  off  Route 
3  in  East  Holderness.  Appointment  of  these  two  new  commissioners  con- 
tinues our  policy  of  geographical  distribution. 

During  the  past  12  months  we  were  asked  to  review  9  applications  for 
construction  projects  within  the  wetlands  of  the  town.  Of  these,  6  were  for 
wharf  construction  or  reconstruction  on  the  two  lakes,  1  was  for  the  crea- 
tion of  a  fire  pond  on  Mt.  Prospect,  another  for  excavation  of  a  .12  acre 
"teaching  marsh"  at  the  Science  Center,  and  the  biggest  project,  on  Ben- 
nett Brook  along  Squam's  north  shore,  was  for  a  boat  basin. 

The  commission  determined  that  a  public  hearing  should  be  held  on  the 
Bennett  Brook  project  with  November  30  set  as  the  date.  There  was  no  public 
opposition  expressed  and  the  application  was  allowed  to  proceed  with  cer- 
tain restrictions  to  protect  water  quality  and  to  guard  against  improper 
runoff  from  the  spoils  dredged  up. 

Our  efforts  at  educating  the  public  as  to  the  importance  of  protecting 
wetlands  continues.  At  last  year's  town  meeting  the  voters  of  Holderness 
reaffirmed  their  vote  of  a  year  before  by  approving  prime  wetland  designa- 
tion, thus  giving  the  town  a  bigger  voice  in  wetland  construction  review. 
With  the  recent  problems  in  southern  New  Hampshire  concerning  the  con- 
tamination of  groundwater,  the  importance  of  protecting  groundwater 
recharge  areas  becomes  all  the  more  crucial. 

With  cautious  stewardship  of  all  our  waters  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
residents  of  Holderness  cannot  continue  to  depend  upon  their  surface  and 
deep  wells,  hillside  springs  and  even  our  lakes  for  precious  drinking  water. 
Hopefully  we  will  never  see  on  television  Holderness  residents  lined  up  in 
back  of  a  tank  truck  filling  their  water  jugs  from  spigots !

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Report  of  the 
Grafton  County  Commissioners 

We  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  more  directly  communicate  with  our 
taxpaying  citizens  through  their  annual  town/city  reports. 

Because  of  our  July  1st  fiscal  year,  it  is  hard  to  anticipate  the  local  tax 
impact  of  the  county  budget.  The  Commissioners  are  accountable  to  the 
public  and  taxpayers,  and  accordingly  are  extremely  conscious  of  meeting 
the  citizens'  needs  adequately  and  efficiently,  yet  as  economically  as  possi- 
ble. However,  we  are  faced  with  similar  budgeting  dilemmas  as  towns  and 
cities.  Real  budget  concerns  are  created  by  the  federal  and  state  mandated 
programs  and  services  without  supporting  funds  or  local  control,  and  the 
increased  demand  for  services  while  attempting  to  hold  down  budgets  and 
taxes.  We  all  must  maintain  a  close  relationship  with  our  legislators.  The 
Commissioners  are  following  very  closely  the  pending  legislation  regarding 
settlement  and  assistance  programs,  and  hope  that  the  towns  are  also  in- 
volved in  this  very  important  issue. 

Courtroom  #2  was  finished  last  summer  and  was  dedicated  during  the 
opening  of  the  fall  term  of  Superior  Court  on  September  13,  1983.  We  an- 
ticipate having  a  second  judge  in  March,  which  should  relieve  the  backlog 
and  reduce  the  need  for  masters. 

Counties,  as  well  as  towns,  are  experiencing  the  transition  of  the  courts 
into  the  new  State  Unified  Court  System,  and  should  notice  a  decrease  in 
local  expenses  for  the  judicial  system.  However,  the  counties  will  have  to 
"reimburse"  $2.75  million  to  the  Unified  Court  System  in  fiscal  year  1985, 
which  means  approximately  $200,000  to  Grafton  County.  We  also  expect  that 
the  counties  will  retain  certain  operating  expenses  such  as  Probate  Court 
guardianship  and  appeals  costs,  Superior  Court  bailiff  costs,  and  probably 
will  have  to  provide  court  space,  furnishings  and  equipment  without 
remuneration. 

On  Commissioner  recommendation,  the  Delegation  Executive  Commit- 
tee appointed  a  Jail  Study  Committee  to  review  the  needs  for  the  county 
correctional  facility.  The  National  Institute  of  Corrections  made  an  indepen- 
dent study  of  the  correctional  facility  at  no  cost  to  taxpayers,  and  issued 
an  encouraging  report  recommending  minor  changes,  but  overall  indicating 
a  good  facility  in  general  compliance  with  laws,  regulations  and  meeting 
needs.  Some  attention  is  being  given  to  the  need  for  additional  space, 
especially  for  "weekend"  incarcerations.  There  was  no  recommendation 
for  new  permanent  facility  construction  at  this  time. 
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Grafton  County  is  currently  involved  in  litigation  in  a  retirement  buy- 
back  issue  which  could  have  heavy  impact  on  all  local  governments  in  the 
N.H.  Retirement  System.  Assessment  on  Grafton  County  in  this  one  case 
could  run  approximately  $70,000  plus  legal  fees  and  could  result  in  a  serious 
"domino"  effect  on  local  governments. 

Grafton  County  will  be  going  through  the  budgeting  process  in  May  and 
June,  with  a  public  hearing  on  the  Commissioners  recommendations  ex- 
pected to  be  held  in  mid- June.  The  hearing  will  be  advertised,  and  we  strong- 
ly encourage  your  attendance  at  the  hearing  to  voice  your  opinions  and  feel- 
ings on  the  budget.  We  welcome  your  attention  and  comments. 

The  Commissioners  meet  Mondays  at  9:30  a.m.  at  the  Courthouse  and 
at  12:30  p.m.  at  the  Nursing  Home.  Meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

Forty-eight  people  were  present  plus 
Board  members:  Bruce  Leonard,  Alisoun  Hodges,  Judith  Mastro;  Principal, 
Robert  Eames;  Superintendent,  Dan  Cabral;  Assistant  Superintendent, 
Gerald  Bourgeois. 

Russell  Goss  led  us  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  newly  elected  school  district  officers,  and 
by  majority  vote  of  the  town,  the  terms  of  School  Moderator,  School 
Treasurer,  and  School  Clerk  will  be  amended  to  three  year  terms  beginn- 
ing with  1984. 

The  following  business  was  transacted: 

Mrs.  Wolf  moved,  Ms.  Howe  seconded  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of 
the  warrant  in  its  entirety.

ARTICLE  I:  to  accept  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or 
officers  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto.

The  study  of  a  four  day  school  week  was  discussed  and  thanks  was  ex- 
tended to  Mrs.  Fairbanks  and  Mr.  Horstmann  for  their  research  on  this 
subject. 

Mr.  Eames  and  Mrs.  Richards  were  recognized  for  their  outstanding 
service  to  Holderness  Central  School.  They  will  be  leaving  at  the  end  of  this 
school  year. 

The  annual  school  district  meeting  was  voted  to  be  adjourned  at  9:15 
P.M.

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Explanation  of  Superintendent's  and 
Assistant  Superintendent's  Salary 

for  1982-1983 

Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the  total 
amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  following  quota- 
tion: ''Reports.  Each  Superintendent  of  a  School  Administrative  Unit  shall 
annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  show- 
ing in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  district  and 
their  share  of  same  ...  Said  report  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  respective  school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry 
shall  be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and 
business  administrator,  if  any  is  in  service  in  the  unit." 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expenses  is  prorated  among 
the  several  school  districts  of  the  unit  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations. 
One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school 
for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th.  The  salary  of  $32,940  which 
was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  School  Administrative  Unit 
#48  during  1982-1983  was  prorated  among  the  school  districts  comprising  the 
School  Administrative  Unit.  Allowance  for  $2,200  travel  within  the  Unit  was 
also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  $27,324  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1982-1983 
and  travel  allowance  within  the  Unit  of  $1,700  was  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  table  below  shows  the  portion  of  salary  and  travel  charged  to  each 
school  district.

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Report  From 
The  Superintendent  Of  Schools 

Education  has  received  a  considerable  amount  of  state  and  national  at- 
tention during  the  1982-1983  academic  year.  Approximately  30  reports  on 
the  status  of  education  have  been  issued  by  commissions,  task  forces,  and 
individuals.  While  the  reports  often  make  common  recommendations  and 
occasionally  differ,  one  message  is  consistent.  Excellent  education  is  basic 
to  the  future  of  our  country. 

The  communities  which  comprise  School  Administrative  Unit  #48 
(Campton,  Holderness,  Plymouth,  Rumney,  Thornton,  Waterville  Valley, 
and  Wentworth)  should  be  aware  that  some  of  the  recommendations  cited 
have  already  been  implemented  or  are  being  implemented  in  our  schools. 
More  can  and  will  be  done  to  assure  a  brighter  educational  future  for  our 
students  and  continued  economic,  intellectual,  and  cultural  vitality  for  our 
state. 

There  are  no  easy  solutions  to  the  very  complex  problems  of  revitaliz- 
ing education.  Vision  is  needed  to  enlist  capable  thinkers  from  the  school 
community,  colleges  and  private  and  public  sector  agencies  to  help  iden- 
tify curricular  goals  for  the  variety  of  students  served  by  the  public  school. 
Flexibility  of  offerings,  organizational  patterns,  and  scheduling  are  para- 
mount issues  at  the  building  level  which  can  assist  in  meeting  the  needs, 
abilities,  and  learning  styles  of  a  differentiated  school  population. 

School  Administrative  Unit  #48  continues  to  place  much  emphasis  on 
goal-setting  activities.  During  the  1982-1983  academic  year  refinement  focus- 
ed on:  (1)  improving  student  performance  in  language  arts  (reading  and 
composition),  mathematics,  and  U.S.  and  NH  history  and  government;  (2) 
improving  curriculum  coordination  amongst  the  seven  elementary  schools 
and  articulating  with  the  Plymouth  AREA  High  School ;  (3)  progressing  with 
programs  in  vocational  education,  special  education,  and  giftedness;  (4) 
identifying  resources  which  can  enhance  inservice  training  opportunities 
for  teachers  and  administrators;  and  (5)  disseminating  and  employing  the 
findings  of  "effective  schools"  research. 

Our  teaching  staff  also  continues  to  keep  abreast  of  contemporary 
developments.  Computer  awareness,  gifted  and  talented  opportunities, 
writing  and  mathematics  instruction,  and  vocational  skills  receive  con- 
siderable attention.  Interest  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  level,  and  we 
constantly  attempt  to  utilize  in-house  expertise  and  share  information. 
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In  conclusion,  School  Administrative  Unit  H8  will  continue  to  provide 
the  leadership  which  nurtures  the  development  of  partnerships  which  are 
designed  to  improve  educational  opportunities  for  all  students. 

A  school  cannot  exist  independently  of  the  community  served.  This  ad- 
ministration will  exemplify  a  commitment  to  reach  out  and  establish  itself 
as  a  focal  point  of  the  community.  Our  schools  are  still  our  greatest  single 
natural  resource. 

Your  continued  support  and  cooperation  is  cherished.  It  can  only  serve 
to  contribute  to  our  quest  for  evolving  excellence.

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 

To  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  residents 
of  the  town  of  Holderness,  I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report. 

Enrollment  at  the  Holderness  Central  School  has  been  relatively  stable 
over  the  past  several  years  and,  barring  unexpected  growth,  should  remain 
in  the  215-225  range  for  the  near  future. 

There  were  several  newcomers  to  the  staff  in  1983.  Mr.  Timothy 
Saunders,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  State  College,  is  now  teaching  third  grade. 
Mr.  William  Lawson,  also  of  Plymouth  State,  has  taken  over  the  instruc- 
tional responsibilities  in  the  area  of  health  and  physical  education.  Mrs.  Lynn 
Haust,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  (and  a  former  teacher 
in  both  Gilford,  New  Hampshire,  and  Nome,  Alaska)  is  now  coordinating 
our  art  program.  Sheila  White,  who  has  extensive  experience  as  both  an 
elementary  teacher  and  as  a  librarian,  is  the  new  library-aide  replacing 
Francis  Currier  who  served  Holderness  Central  so  well  for  so  many  years. 
Linda  Cowen  has  replaced  Mary  Richards  as  the  school  nurse,  and  I  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  beginning  duties  as  Principal  in  place  of  Robert  C.  Eames 
who  retired  after  twelve  successful  and  productive  years. 

The  Holderness  Central  School  and  the  Holderness  community  have  for 
many  years  had  a  productive  working  relationship.  We  hope  to  foster  and 
promote  further  meaningful  school-community  interaction  by  maintaining 
open  lines  of  communication,  and  by  inviting  all  Holderness  citizens  to  par- 
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ticipate  in  school  activities.  The  weekly  bulletin,  the  * 'Spotlight  on  Holderness 
Central"  in  the  Record-Citizen,  and  the  monthly  newsletter  (the  Holderness 
Hawk)  will  be  used  to  share  information  regarding  school  programs  and 
events.  Everyone  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  monthly  evening  programs 
and  parent  conferences,  and  we  welcome  contact  from  all  those  who  might 
wish  to  share  their  own  knowledge  and  expertise  with  our  students. 


We  are  proud  of  our  educational  program.  Although  it  is  only  one 
measure  of  a  school's  success,  the  CTBS-McGraw  Hill  national  achievement 
test  scores  indicate  that,  in  general,  students  at  Holderness  Central  score 
well  above  national  averages.  We  will  continue  to  evaluate  our  curriculum 
and  shall  strive  to  introduce  new  programs  to  meet  emerging  educational 
needs,  and  to  provide  enrichment  programs  as  resources  will  permit.  This 
year,  for  example,  all  students  K-8  will  receive  instruction  in  computer  skills, 
upper-grade  students  will  begin  working  in  a  literature-based  reading  pro- 
gram, and  all  eighth-graders  will  participate  in  a  fourteen-week  course 
leading  to  certification  in  cardiopulmonary  resuscitation. 

In  all  aspects  of  our  program  we  will  continue  to  strive  to  maintain  the 
highest  educational  and  professional  standards.  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
students,  the  faculty,  and  the  members  of  the  community  who  have  con- 
tributed their  strength  to  our  efforts.  I  look  forward  to  working  with  you 
all  in  pursuit  of  our  common  goals.

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School  Health  Services  Report 

My  first  year  at  Holderness  Central  School  has  been  a  very  busy  but 
productive  experience. 

As  of  October  15, 1983,  Holderness  Central  School  students  successfully 
met  the  state  immunization  laws.  Much  praise  goes  out  to  the  parents  for 
following  up  on  their  children's  immunizations,  and  to  the  Pemi-Baker  Home 
Health  Agency  for  sponsoring  free  immunization  clinics. 

In  the  early  fall,  Dr.  Robert  Hoyer,  our  new  local  pediatrician,  conducted 
58  physical  examinations  on  students  in  Grades  5  and  7,  and  to  students  in 
Grades  4, 6,  and  8  who  were  participating  in  sports  for  the  first  time  or  were 
new  to  Holderness  Central  School. 

The  Dental  Clinic  with  Olive  Staples,  R.D.H.  is  still  in  operation.  Students 
in  Grades  Transition-2  are  driven  to  the  dental  office  where  their  teeth  are 
examined,  cleaned,  and  a  topical  fluoride  applied.  Forty-seven  students  have 
signed  up  for  this  program  and  totally  enjoy  their  experience  with  Olive! 

A  new  fluoride  Rinse  Program  has  been  started  in  which  students  daily 
dry  brush  their  teeth  and  have  a  weekly  fluoride  rinse.  This  program  is  spon- 
sored by  the  Bureau  of  Dental  Health  and  is  free  to  participating  schools. 
This  program  has  been  proven  to  decrease  the  incidence  of  dental  caries 
after  a  period  of  time  and  helps  to  promote  good  dental  habits. 

Annual  heights,  weights,  vision,  hearing,  and  lice  checks  are  done  on 
all  students.  In  addition,  blood  pressures  and  scoliosis  screenings  are  done 
in  Grades  5-8.  There  will  be  an  annual  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  clinic 
at  the  Plymouth  AREA  School  this  spring. 

As  school  nurse,  I  am  available  as  a  resource  person  to  parents,  students, 
and  teachers.  In  addition  to  giving  first  aid,  I  try  to  provide  health  educa- 
tion in  the  classroom  on  various  health-related  subjects  which  the  students 
seem  to  enjoy. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  school  personnel,  parents,  and  the 
community  for  their  cooperation  and  support,  and  in  making  my  first  year 
so  enjoyable  at  Holderness  Central  School.

2.  Inventory  records  are  maintained  in  a  proper  manner.  The 
cost  of  food  used  is  calculated. 

3.  Cash  is  recorded  and  deposited  on  a  timely  basis. 

4.  Income  received  from  school  lunch  sales  is  reconciled  with 
the  deposit  to  assure  all  such  income  is  credited  to  the  pro- 
gram account. 

5.  Program  costs  are  appropriately  recorded. 

6.  Labor  charges  are  supported  by  time  and  attendance  records. 

7.  Lunch  counts  are  appropriately  controlled. 

8.  Documentation  (invoices,  receipts,  etc.)  to  support  vendor 
obligations  are  submitted  for  payment  in  a  timely  manner. 

9.  Participation  in  the  School  Lunch  Program  is  running  at  ap- 
proximately 79%  for  school  year  1983-84. 

10.  Verification  of  Free  and  Reduced-Price  Meal  Applications 
have  been  completed  by  the  school  nurse  in  accordance  with 
USD  A  Administrative  Guidance  Requirements. 

Overview 

The  records  and  financial  information  maintained  for  the  School  Lunch

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements,  as  indexed,  of 
the  Holderness  School  District  as  of  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1983  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accor- 
dance with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly,  includ- 
ed such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures 
as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances,  except  as  stated  in  the 
following  paragraph. 

The  school  district  has  not  maintained  proper  records  of  its  General  Fix- 
ed Assets.  Therefore  these  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Holderness 
School  District  do  not  include  the  financial  statements  of  the  school  district's 
General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group.  This  is  a  departure  from  generally  ac- 
cepted accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  the  omission  of  the  financial  statements 
described  above  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  the  combined  finan- 
cial statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the 
Holderness  School  District  as  of  June  30, 1983  and  the  results  of  its  opera- 
tions in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  which  have 
been  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on 
the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supporting 
schedules  listed  in  the  index  are  presented  for  the  purposes  of  additional 
analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements 
of  the  Holderness  School  District.  The  information  has  been  subjected  to 
the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined  finan- 
cial statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects 
in  relation  to  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
